SEC. 4. DIRECT SPENDING.

(a) MEANS-TESTED DIRECT SPENDING.—

(1) For means-tested direct spending, the aver-
age rate of growth in the total level of outlays dur-
ing the 10-year period preceding fiscal year 2015 is
6.8 percent.

(2) For means-tested direct spending, the esti-
mated average rate of growth in the total level of
outlays during the 10-year period beginning with fis-
cal year 2015 is 5.4 percent under current law.

(3) This concurrent resolution retains the social
safety net that has lifted millions of Americans out
of poverty and protects both the Supplemental Nu-
trition Assistance Program and Medicaid from dra-

conian spending cuts.

10 (3) The following reforms are proposed in this
11 concurrent resolution for mnonmeans-tested direct
12 spending:

13 (A) For Medicare, this budget rejects pro-
14 posals to end the Medicare guarantee and shift
15 rising health care costs onto seniors by replac-
16 ing Medicare with vouchers or premium support
17 for the purchase of private insurance. Such pro-
18 posals will expose seniors and persons with dis-
19 abilities on fixed incomes to unacceptable finan-
20 cial risks, and they will weaken the traditional
21 Medicare program. Instead, this budget builds
22 on the success of the Affordable Care Act,
23 which made significant strides in health-care
24 cost containment and put into place a frame-
25 work for continuous innovation. This budget
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supports comprehensive reforms to give physi-
cians and other care providers incentives to pro-
vide high-quality, coordinated, efficient care, in
a manner consistent with the goals of fiscal sus-
tainability. It makes no changes that reduce
benefits available to seniors and individuals
with disabilities in Medicare.

(B) Any savings derived from changes or
reforms to Medicare and Social Security should
be used to extend the solvency of these vital
programs and not be used to offset the cost of
cutting taxes.
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
